The m ajority of people take a meal of 
some kind between the hours of 12 aud 
2 daily, says a physician. W ith a num­ 
ber of persons this meal assum es the 
form of a substantial dinner, while 
with others it amounts to nothing more 
than a light luncheon. 
In either case, 
however, the repast requires to be di­ 
gested, and this necessitates some mod­ 
ification of the activities of the brain, 
since neither that organ nor those con­ 
cerned in the processes of digestion are 
capable of good work when an attem pt 
is made to put forth their energies si­ 
m ultaneously. 
The exceedingly complex processes of 
digestion 
and 
assim ilation 
w hereby 
dead animal and vegetable m atters 
are transform ed into living human tis­ 
sues 
demand 
for 
their 
rapid 
and 
healthy perform ance an increased cir­ 
culation of blood in the stomach and 
ancillary organs as w ell as a concen­ 
tration of nervous energy In the same 
region. Now, increase of circulation in 
one organ or set of organs ertails a 
diminution in the others. Consequently 
the supply of blood to the brain is cur­ 
tailed im m ediately after a meal has 
been eaten, aud since the blood Is the 
life the higher functions of that great 
organ are perform ed only w ith diffi­ 
culty if at all. 
A tendency to drowsiness, confusion 
of thought and inability to m ake any 
great mental effort are among die re­ 
sults of a diminished cerebral circula­ 
tion. These feelings are, therefore, ex­ 
perienced 
by 
most persons after a 
meal, 
and 
they are the more pro­ 
nounced in proportion to the greater 
amount of digestive energy expended. 
Since brain work of good quality can­ 
not be produced w hile the processes of 
digestion are in active operation it is 
w ise not to attem pt it. 
It is never 
prudent to thw art the beneficent inten­ 
tions of nature. 
M any persons strug­ 
gle against the m ental and physical 
lethargy that accom pany the earlier 
stages of the digestive act, apparent­ 
ly under the delusion that all time 
given to the important business of 
building up and repairing their tissues 
is tim e wasted. 
So far from tills be- 
1 lug the case, a well spent postprandial 
Interval tends to the preservation and 
prolongation of life. 
I f a tendency to drowsiness is felt 
sleep should be a Howell to prevail, for 
the proverbial “ forty w inks” is ju sti­ 
fied by science.

A cup of tea or 
coffee about an hour after a light 
luncheon w ill facilitate and expedite 
the last stages of gastric digestion and 
so assist in the rapid re-establishment 
of mental vigor and clearness of mind. 
There are some persons w ho instead 
of resting after luncheon or early din­ 
ner take some form of exercise, such 
as w alking or cycling. 
If the meal has 
been at all substantial m uscular exer­

Among the many generally unsus­ 
pected benefits conferred on the post 
meridian sleeper rest of the heart aud 
system ic circulation must be placed in 
the front rank. 
Now. the more rest, 
within the lim its of health, the heart is 
able to obtain the more efficiently und 
the longer w ill it continue to carry on 
its work, for the heart is, w ith most 
people, a much overworked organ, and 
any indulgence given it w ill be repaid 
several times over. 
Another very important organ which 
obtains a much needed rest during the 
afternoon nap is the eye. 
There is no 
reason why people should be constant­ 
ly laying w aste the powers of the or­ 
gan of vision, the optic nerve and the 
visual centers of the brain itself by 
continual gazing at w hatever trivial 
objects chance to present them selves 
within the field of vision.

M E E R S C H A U M PIPES. 
“ 


A T est br Wbftcki to T e ll th e G enola# 
From th e Spartans. 
Once upon a time there was a man 
who silent eight of the beet years of 
bis life coloring a meerschaum pipe, 
only to find at the end of that period 
that he bad b een . nursing a piece of 
“massakopfe” instead of the genuine 
“eeume de mer.” 
The “masaakopfe” 
Is a composition made of tile parings of 
genuine meerschaum aud a mineral 
clay. 
The parings are triturated to a 
fine powder, boiled iu water and mold­ 
ed into Mocks, with or without the ad­ 
dition of clay. 
Each block is then cut 
into a bowl, but as it contracts consid­ 
erably It m ust be left some time to 
dry. 
These bow ls are distinguished 
from the geuuine meerschaum by their 
greater specific gravity, but there is no 
absolutely certain test by which the 
real m eerschaum can lie told from the 
composition. 
In form ing a pipe from “ ecurae de 
mer” the silicate of m agnesia Is pre­ 
pared for the operation by soaking in 
a composition of w ax, oil and fats. 
The wux und oil absorbed by the m eer­ 
schaum are tile cause of the color pro­ 
duced by smoking. 
The heat o f the 
burning tobacco causes the w ax and 
fatty substances to pass through the 
stages of a dry distillation, and, be­ 
com ing associated with the products 
of the distillation of the tobacco, they 
are diffused through the substances of 
the bowl, producing those gradations 
of tint which are so much prized. 
In 
some cases the bowls are artificially 
j colored by dipping them, before being 


I soaked in w ax, in a solution of sul- 
! pilate of iron, either alone or mixed 
J with dragon’s blood. 
Good m eerschaum is soft enough to 
j be indented by the thum b nail. 
It 


I. yields readily to the knife, especially 
alter having been wetted. 
There are 
various densities. 
Some kinds sink In 
w ater; 
others 
float on 
the 
surface. 
Those of medium density are preferred 
by the pipe maker, for the light varie­ 
ties are porous and even cavernous. 
M any Judges assum e that the heavier 
kinds are spurious, but there is uo ab­ 
solute proof that suvh is the ease. 
A 
negative test m ay be mentioned. 
The 
composition bow ls never exhibit those 
little blemishes which result from the 
presence of foreign bodies in the nat­ 
ural 
meerschaum. 
Therefore 
if 
a 
blemish occur in a meerschaum bowl, 
which is very frequently the case, the 
genuineness of the bowl is rendered 
most probable. 
But us blemishes do 
not show until after the bowl has been 
used for some tim e the test is not of 
much value.— New York Press.

Governor Deneen, It was said, had 
entered the strike arena by advising 
the state board of arbitration to take 
advantage of the law’ to m eet and to 
investigate the strike. 
In Instructing the May grand jury 
Judge Barnes called the attention of 
the jury to the strike situation and 
advised it to go into the m atter thor­ 
oughly. “It is apparent th at there are 
m any acts of violence going on In the 
city.” said Judges Barnes in the course 
of his instructions, “and these acts 
are growing out of the present labor 
troubles. 
It is the duty of you gentle­ 
men of this grand jury to inquire fully 
Into these acts and get to the instiga­ 
tors of the trouble be they high or low 
in rank.”
